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Commission took the affair into consideration,and 
directed the presbytery to proceed with Mr. Kis- 
sen’s ordination without delay. This was follow- 
ed by an interdict from the Court. The Com. 
mission met again and directed the presbytery to 
proceed as before, and named the day of ordi- 
nation, ‘This was done on the 13th of Sept., 
1838. Mr. Kessen was ordained without refer- 
ence to the emoluments of the benefice,simplyupan 
the call of the people of the parish and by direc- 
tion of the Commission, Mr. Clark petitioned 
the Court of Session to punish the members of 
prosbytery for ordaining Mr. Kessen. The Court 


granted the request of the petitioner and sum- 
moned the members of presbytery to appear be- 
fore them. ‘This summons they obeyed, and the 
Lord President, as the organ of the Court, pro- 
nounced in the most earnest and emphatic terms 
the solemn censure of the court, assuring them 
that it was with considerable difficulty that so len. 
lent a measure had been adopted ; and that 
should any similar case again occur the punish- 
ment of imprisonment would be inflicted. 

The next, and as it appears, the most impor. 
tant case in this controversy, was that of Mr. Ed- 
wards in the parish ef Marnock. ‘Theold minis- 


ter in this parish had become so enfeebled as to be 
unable to preach, an assistant was necessary, and 
Mr. John Edwards was employed. ‘This person 
preached there for about three years, during whieh 
he became, for various reasons, very unpopular 
with the people, so much so, that the aged minis-

The hour and the circumstances of our exit 
from tivia world are hid from our view by the in- 
scrutable curtain of futurity.

At this crisis in our missionary operations, he Provi n. 
cial Foreign Mission Committee deem themselves called 
upon to publish the following distinct expression of their 
views and feelings. ‘The Committee was originated with 
reluctance, to meet an exigency believed then to exist, It 
was honestly supposed that previous transactions had com. 
mitted the Baptist Board of F. M. to the support of the in. 
stitution of slavery, so as to render further co-operation 
with them a connivance atthatsin. It never has been our 
desire, that the Convention, or its Board, should turn aside 
from their appropriate work, to contend against slavery ; 
all we wished was, that they would oppose it and its claims, 
when, like idolatry, or licentiousness, or intemperance, it 
should seek to resist, or impede, or corrupt the great enter- 
prise of spreading the gospel in its power and purity. Yet 
it was painfully observed that slaveholders were too suc. 
cessfully endeavoring to subordinate this organization to 
their aid, in opposing the free action of Nerthern brethren 
and churches against their favored institution. They sought 
ta compel their coadjutors here, by threats of displeasure, 
and a disruption in case of a refusal, to publish to the world, 
cither individually or officially, directly or indirectly, that 
slaveholding does not disqualify any one for church mem.

The 
missionaries in Burmah once had it under consideration to 
request the Board to deduct from their scanty salaries the 
probable amount secured from slave labor—and it was not 
that they would not have deemed privation a luxury, com- 
pared with the thought that the means of their own support 
were in part the price of some Christian brother or sister 
sold into perpetual bondage—a doom more dreadful than 
death—that this resolution was not taken. 

Let this fact, and others still more more plainly indicating 
the harmony of their views and feelings with our own, im- 
pel us to exert our utmost to afford hearts so noble all they 
desire for their own comfort, and for the success of that 
cause which we all so much love, We entreat you to allow 
no partiality for contention, and no vain excuse, to deter 
you from giving immediate and convincing evidence of 
your sincere and firm attachment to this holy enterprise. —

gospel, of which they themselves must judge. Deprived 
of this prerogative, who would dare assume such a station? 

True, at the adoption of the constitution, these classes 
of men were openly tolerated in our churches. But be- 
cause their sins were not specifically condemned in that 
document, must the Board appoint as a missionary any man 
who is engaged inthem? The whole control of this mat- 
ter was confided to the wisdom and integrity of the Acting 
Board, therefore the constitution does not attempt farther to 
regulate it. And it would be neither just nor honorable to 
lay upon them this responsibility,and then constrain them (o 
act contrary to their own honest convictions of duty, They 
can not be required to sanction any practice, which they 
firmly believe to be wrong, merely because such a prac. 
tice wag not condemned iu the letter of the constitution.— 
A board which should yield to such demands would be en- 
titled to the confidence of no one. 

All who prefer openness and eandor to concealment and 
intrigue, ean not fail to honor the Board for the manner in 
which they have answered the questions lately put to them 
by a portion of the South. No doubt the latter would like 
to reverse the decision ; but they, as well as we, desired 
that a decision should be made. From the necessity of the 
ease, an answer must be fatal to the hopes of one or the 
other party, and prevent their continued harmonious co.
